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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


It is with pleasure that your Board of Health is able to report 
progress all along the lines of the work given them to do. The 
general public is becoming more and more informed every year 
as to what is necessary to be done about the home and our pub- 
lic institutions in order to prevent disease, and how to manage 
epidemics so as to cut their ravages down to the shortest possi- 
-ble time. 

Since the disappearance of diphtheria in the early part of 799, 
‘no disease has been epidemic in our town. There have been a 
few cases of measles; one very light, possibly, typhoid case; 
some cases of tonsilitis and other forms of sore throat, but no 
real diphtheria, croup, or scarletina. A case or two of tubereu- 
losis has come to our notice, and suggestions have been made so 
as to prevent others from contracting it, this disease being in a 
way now considered contagious. Your board contemplates is- 
suing a health bulletin to be putin public places and in every 
home, giving explicit directions how best to avoid contracting 
this and other communicable diseases. In 1884, ’85, and 786, the 
number of deaths in our state from consumption was 800 yearly; 
in ’96 and ’97, 700 a year, and in ’98 but 600, showing that under 
the instructions given out by the State Board of Health a large 
decrease in the death rate from this most dread disease has been 
brought about. And by the co-operation of local boards and 
the help of our citizens the ravages of this very fatal malady can 
still more be controlled. The rules adopted in many places in 
regard to spitting in public places and on sidewalks are in the 
right line of public sanitation, and we recommend similar regu- 
lations for our own town. 

Another matter to be well considered by each citizen is the 
purity of the water used in the family. Old- wells are a great 
source of disease, and because the water is cold and of reason- 
ably good taste it does not follow that it is pure. Many wells 
and sources of water supply would be condemned on account of 
their location; being so situated that they fill considerably dur- 
ing every rain-fall or thaw with water carrying..along surface 
washings impregnated with the corruptions of nearby fertilized, 
cultivated land, the stable, the pig pen, the vault, and the door- 
yard habitually traveled over by domestic animals, Water con- 
veyed through lead pipe is always suspected and the victims of 
lead paralysis in many communities have, with reason, occa- 
‘sioned great alarm. Any suspected water used for domestic 
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purposes should be sent to the chemist for the State Board of 
Health (Edmund R. Angell of Derry, N. H.) foranalysis. War- 
ner Village Fire District has at great expense and with scrupu- 
lous care provided an ample supply of water that sustains a 
high-test analysis for purity, to supply all the families along the 
lines of its pipes with water of unquestioned purity; and the wa- 
ter tolls are very reasonable and equitable. We believe the 
general health of this portion of our town will be promoted by 
the use of Silver Lake water instead of continuing to draw a 
supply from old wells, or to use water passing through lead 
pipe. 

We would again urge the necessity of proper drainage for 
every home. This should be looked after with thoughtful care, 
that neither the water nor the air become contaminated. Inthe 
Center Village, on account of the ample water system, a general 
sewage system can easily be maintained. 

It is not a credit to the enterprise of the town that water many 
times a year is allowed to inundate portions of our streets and 
sidewalks to such a depth that no one can pass over them with- 
out having their lower extremities wet, high up, with slushy ice 
water in winter and spring, and muddy water in warmer sea- 
sons. Your board feels that it has not discharged its whole du- 
ty until it asks that reasonable means be taken, at once, to car- 
ry off through drain pipes the surface water that in places has 
been allowed to accumulate and remain until it has disappeared 
by nature’s processes, and which has many times obstructed the 
passage, with due consideration of health, of pedestrians, includ- 
ing our scholars on their way to school and our citizens on their 
way to church. 

As the science of sanitation is steadily progressing, every com- 
munity in. our state can be more and more benefitted by broad, 
intelligent and efficient action on the part of local boards of 
health.

Report of the School Board. 


In submitting our report, we wish to call the attention of the 
people of Warner to a radical change in ourschool system, which 
if sustained and carried into effect will practically build up and 
raise the standard of education in the town. 

With the Simonds Free High School there is no reason why 
Warner should not have one of the best regulated systems of 
public schools of the rural towns in the state. 

Early in the season the Superintendent of the High School 
suggested a radical change which would in his opinion be a bene- 
fit to both the High School and the town schools. 

The plan was this: To grade the Grammar schooland make ita 
preparatory school for the High School, thereby relieving the 
High School of the preparatory year and giving the teachers of 
the High School much valuable time to devote to the regular 
four years’ course. 

The Board of Education saw the advantage to be gained and 
at once adopted it, and at the commencement of the school year 
in August put it in operation. So far the plan is working ad- 
mirably. The teacher in the Preparatory School, Miss Branon, 
a graduate of the Concord High School, understands the work 
she is expected to do, and is doing it thoroughly. 

A class will graduate at the end of the spring term under the 
supervision of the Superintendent of the High School and the 
Board of Education jointly,.and those passing a satisfactory ex- 
amination will receive diplomas which will admit them to the 
High School without any further examination. Candidates for 
the preparatory class must pass a satisfactory examination in 
reading, spelling, writing, geography, grammar, including 
parsing and analysis, arithmetic, including common and decimal 
fractions, compound numbers; percentage, and simple interest. 

THE PREPARATORY COURSE. 

FALL TERM—Arithmetic, English Grammar, Reading, Spelling. 

WINTER TERM—Arithmetic, English Grammar, United States 
History, Reading, Spelling. 

SPRING TERM—Arithmetic, English Grammar, United States 
History, Reading, Spelling. 

Pupils who do not take this course at the Preparatory School 
will be required to pass an examination by the Superintendent 
of the High School before entering it. 

Your committee are pleased to say that the several schools in 
town have been very successful. We were fortunate in secur- 
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ing the services of experienced teachers, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, and all ranking high in their qualifications; two being 
graduates of the Concord High School, one of the State Normal 
School, and nine of the Simonds Free High School. The attend- 
ance has been regular and the truant officer has had but little to 
do with truant children. 

The Preparatory School gave two public entertainments dur- 
ing the spring and fall terms. These entertainments were of a 
high character and reflected great credit on the school and its 
teachers. About forty dollars were realized and with the pro- 
ceeds they have furnished a fine organ, a clock, a few appro- 
priate pictures for the walls, a dictionary stand, and a number 
of reference books, which add _ greatly to the attractiveness of 
the school. 

Tory Hill school also held two Seadeiniients and with the 
proceeds papered the walls and painted the wood work and 
decorated the walls with pictures, which add greatly to the 
pleasure anu refinement of the scholars. Many of the schools 
held Christmas gatherings at their respective school rooms, and 
Santa Claus distributed presents with a liberal hand. This is a 
commendable feature as it unites parents, teacher, and pups 
with fraternal sympathies towards each other. 

We cannot close this report without expressing our gratifica- 
tion of the recent action of the trustees of the Pillsbury Free 
Library in abolishing the age limit to which children can have 
access to the same, and also establishing branch libraries in the 
several schools in town, thus giving the children of the outly- 
ing farms the benefits of the library which they did not have un- 
der the old regulations, and for which their parents are annual- 
ly taxed to support. Give the children acesss to these stacks of 
books, and educate them to become familiar with them, and in 
ten years the reading public will be increased one hundred per 
cent. in our town. We buy books annually to read while they 
are fresh, not to stack on the shelves to mould for ages. 

With these remarks we close, hoping that the plans we have 
inaugurated will meet the approval of the citizens of Warner, 
and that our successors in office will perfect and carry them 
out.

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Simonds Free High School. 


Since the last report of the Superintendent of the High School 
for the year ending in February, 1899, several important changes 
have been made. 

The spring term—the last term in the school year—was suc- 
cessfully finished by Prof. Saben and his assistant, Miss Jackson. 
Although the graduating class of ’99 consisted of only two stu- 
dents, it fully sustained the high standard of excellence for 
which former graduating classes have been commended. 

Timothy Lyman, one of the graduates, was admitted to Dart- 
- mouth College on his diploma and a certificate from Principal 
Saben that he had honestly earned it. 

During the spring and summer an association was formed by 
the alumni for the purpose of a reunion of all of the scholars of — 
the S. F. H. S. from the beginning up to that time. The associa- 
tion was well and thoroughly organized, and the whole plan 
carried to a grand and final success, Aug. 15, 1899. Ministers, 
lawyers, doctors, editors, teachers, merchants, and farmers, 
former students, with their wives, sons, and daughters, from a 
dozen different states, were present, and many old friendships 
were renewed. Itis to be hoped that these reunions will be 
continued in the future. 

At the close of the spring term Prof. Saben and Miss Jackson 
were engaged for another year, but at a late day Mr. Saben ac- 
cepted another position and sent in his resignation. Miss Jack- 
son asked for a raise of fifty dollars in her salary, but her propo- 
sition was rejected by the committee. After receiving a large 
number of applications and having several personal interviews, 
Mr. Arthur R. Webster, a graduate of the University of Ver- 
mont, and a thorough student and Christian gentleman, who 
had had a years’ experience as principal of Brattleboro, Vt., 
High School, was engaged as principal, and Miss Mary A. La- 
mont, a graduate of Somerville High School and of Boston Uni- 
versity, with the degree of Ph. B., as assistant. Miss Lamont 
came with the highest testimonials, and has proved herself to be 
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a lady of high culture both in the school room and in society. 

We have visited the school several times during the fall and 
winter terms and have seen nothing to condemn, but much to 
commend. The teachers are both earnest workers, devoting 
their whole time and energy, in school and out, for the greatest 
good of the pupils. 

I think all parents and scholars will agree with me, that in or- 
der to have a good school we Must have good government and 
good discipline. Without these attributes everything is chaos. 
Scholars who enter the four years’ course must Mean BUSINESS 
if they expect to graduate with honors. Hard work is the step- 
ping-stone to success in everything. Don’t be contented with a 
poor recitation; if you are, you will certainly not succeed, 

Before the beginning of the fall term the prudential commit- 
tee gave the several rooms a thorough cleaning, the walls and 
woodwork were repainted and varnished, the ceilings kalso- 
mined, and the blackboards repaired, at anexpense of about $200. 
We explained to the young gentlemen the necessity of taking 
care of it, a duty they owe to the donors of the building and to 
the taxpayers of the town. With two or three exceptions our 
abmonitions have been heeded, and all injuries from careless- 
ness or otherwise have been made good by the persons respon- 
sible for them. 

As long ago as when Prof. Strout had charge of the schoo] the 
laboratory was supplied with chemicals and apparatus to the 
amount of $300, raised by subscription by the citizens of War- 
ner. These instruments by continued use have become worn 
out and reduced so low that demonstations and experiments 
were very imperfect and unsatisfactory. Prof. Webster went 
to work and raised by subscription nearly $200, and by two pub- 
lic entertainments, assisted by the scholars, nearly $100 more. 
The next term will see the laboratory refitted with new and val- 
uable up-to-date chemical and philosophical apparatus. Mr. 
Webster is entitled to and should receive the thanks of the dis- 
trict for the amount of work and time he has put into this much 
needed addition to the study of chemistry. 

The lyceum has been well sustained. It is, in fact, and should 
be so considered, as one of the main pillars of the school. Pub- 
lic entertainments are also factors in building up a good educa- 
tion. 

The studies pursued and the number of pupils in each is as fol- 
lows: Arithmetic, 19; English Grammar, 10; U.S. History, 10; 
Physical Geography, 3; Latin, 33; Algebra, 31; English History 
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6; General History, 18; Greek, 2; French, 20; Geometry, 6; 
Chemistry, 14; Physiology, 3; Physics, 13; Botany, 10; English 
Composition, 29; English Literature, 29; Political Economy, 10; 
Civil Government, 12; Reading, Spelling, and Rhetoricals, 
whole school. 

There are eight in the class of 00 and we are pleased to say 
that we entertain no fears but that it will sustain the high repu- 
tation of the school, so ably earned in the past, at its graduating 
exercises in June next. , 

In behalf of the school and its officers we wish to express our 
sincere thanks to Mrs. Emily R. Dow for the noble and worthy 
bequest she recently made to the permanent fund of the school, 
and also an appreciation of the thoughtfulness and kindly feel- 
ings towards the school of the late Mrs. Harriet N. Bartlett in 
remembering it in her last will and testament by bequeathing a 
fine testimonial of her appreciation of the school and its benefits 
to the present and future boys and girls of this town. We also 
extend our thanks to the citizens of Warner who have recently 
so generously contributed towards refitting the laboratory. 

We have believed and have advocated for the last twenty-five 
years that the grammar school should be made a preparatory 


school for the high school, but have never been in a position to’ 


_carry out the plan until the present time. We have taken the 
preparatory year from the curriculum of the high school and, 
with the co-operation of the Board of Education, have made 
the grammar school a preparatory school. The plans are fully 
explained in the report of the Board of Education, so I need not 
repeat them here, hoping that they will be favorably received 
by our successors in office and made a practical test.

In conformity with the vote of the town establishing the Pills— 
bury Free Library, the accompanying reports of the Librarian 
and Treasurer are respectfully submitted. These reports indi-— 
cate the prosperity and successful working of the library. 

During the past year an unusual number of important vol- 
umes have been purchased, including books to meet the practi- 
cal and business needs of the people. 

There has been a gratifying increase in the number of bor- 
rowers. 

Considerable attention has been given to books for children. 
The age limit of twelve years has been abolished, and the li- 
brary opened to all children without regard to age. This is in 
line with the library movement over the country. Fifty libra- 
ries in this state alone have lately abolished the age limit. The 
larger libraries are fitting up ‘‘children’s rooms.’’ The Cleve- 
land Library, in connection with its ‘‘children’s room,’’? has a 
“Children’s Library League”’ with over fourteen thousand mem- 
bers. In these ‘‘children’s rooms’’ special exhibits of books and 
pictures illustrating the public school studies are made, to which 
the teachers take their pupils in a body. Thus there is coming 
about a co-operation of our two great educational forces, the 
public library and the public school. 

The income from the Foster fund has now become available. 
This will make possible larger additions of books each year, and 
the purchase of many books of high cost which have heretofore 
been out of reach. The Foster fund also makes possible an ex- 
tension of the library advantages. One important plan—a Chil- 
dren’s Branch Service—is already: under way. This service 
(with the co-operation of the School Board) will put a fresh se- 
lection of children’s books and magazines, each term, into each 
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of the fifteen district schools. The library has been practically 
inaccessible to children outside the main village. This service 
will really carry the library to every child in town. 

_The Children’s Branch Service will go into operation with the 
spring term. The last hour of Fridays will be given to the school 
library, and the children who have never been able to go to the 
library will have a chance to see the books and enjoy them, and 
borrow them for home use. The teacher will be expected also 
to use the books in any way possible to further the interest of 
the school. 

It is hoped that the ‘‘reading habit’’ will thus be started and 
established in the children of the town—and no habit that can 
be formed in childhood will do more for the entertainment, and 
intelligence, and practical success of after life. 

I bespeak for the Children’s Branch Service the hearty sup- 
port and co-operation of the fathers and mothers.

The following report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1900, is re- 
spectfully submitted. 

Books.—Number of books in the library, not including public 
documents, 7202. Accessions: by purchase, 191; by gifts, includ- 
ing public documents, 117; pamphlets, 146; by binding, 22. 

Circulation.—Number of cards issued, 519; number of books 
given out, 7751; number of periodicals given out, 904. Daily 
average of persons using the reading room, 26. 

Number of out of town visitors, 196. Amount received from 
fines and transients, $7.95. 

It is an interesting fact that in the eight years of the existence 
of the library 1218 different persons have taken out books, No 
book has ever been lost.

Remarks.—The year has been one of prosperity and forward 
movement, So far as practicable the wish so strongly express- 
ed by Mr, Pillsbury has been carried out in purchasing the latest 
publications. It is well understood by those best qualified to 
judge, townspeople and others, that it would be difficult to find 
any library of its size so thoroughly equipped with up-to-date 
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books, Hardly a week passes in which some remark of this 
kind is not made. 

Bulletins have been printed from time to time, as usual, giv- 
ing classified lists of recent accessions, and lists of books on top- 
ies of current interest, calling attention to them by explanatory 
notes; for instance, South Africa, and books on the Holy Land, 
and’ New Testament subjects for those studying the Internation- 
al Sunday School Lessons, 

The members of the book committee have endeavored to 
faithfully discharge their duty. Days of conscientious work 
have been spent in discussing and selecting books, considera- 
tion being given to each department and to all tastes and re- 
quirements. 

There has been more demand for scientific works, electricity, 
etc., than ever before; also for religious books, biography, na- 
tural history, travel, and helps for teachers. Stories of the rail- 
road never remain long on the shelves. Of course the books 
most called for have been the three popular novels, David Ha- 
rum, Richard Carvel, and When Knighthood was in Flower, In 
His Steps, and everything relating to South Africa. 

There have been more persons seeking information on special 
subjects than in any previous year;—imperialism, trusts, good 
roads, forestry, drainage, the ‘‘woman question,”’ etc., and it is 
gratifying that all needed help has been obtained. 

Now that the age limit of 12 years has been removed some of 
the children have gladly availed themselves of their new privi- 
lege and it is expected that the number will steadily increase, 

Hon. John E. Robertson has again remembered the library 
with 25 new novels. 

©, S. Pratt has given one hundred engravings, and W. D. Da- 
vis, Carrigain’s map of New Hampshire and a large folding map 
of Massachusetts. 

Among the publications given by Mr. Davis are so many vol- 
umes of the Atlantie Monthly that your librarian has underta- 
ken to secure a complete set. In response to a notice to that 
effect, published in the local paper, Mr. and Mrs, Isaac C. Flan- 
ders, Mrs, John B. Clarke, John Rand, and Charles 8S. Pratt, im- 
mediately donated many whole volumes and odd numbers, 
Certain volumes and numbers are still wanted, but it is confi- 
dently hoped they will be forthcoming before the end of the 
year. The library will then have an unbroken file of 84 volumes 
of this valuable magazine, 

A great and needed improvement has been made by furnish- 
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ing the alcoves with steps, for which credit is due Mr. Henry R. 
Tewksbury, for both the plan and labor, The work of handling 
the books will now be much easier.
